SUMMARY: BONN GROUP AT ITS NOVEMBER 16 MEETING PRODUCED 
NEW AD REPERENDUM TEXT OF ALLIED RESPONSE TO THE MALIK 
LETTER POR RECOMMENDATION TO CAPITALS. END SUMMARY. 

1 . MAJOR CHANGE PROM TEXT REP B RESULT OP STRONG ERG 
BELIEP THAT EARLIER DRAPT DID NOT SUPFICIENTLY MAKE 
CLEAR THAT THE AUTHORIZATION POR ERG REPRESENTATION OF 
THE WSB ABROAD DID NOT ORIGINATE WITH THE QA. REDRAFTING 
SESSION PRODUCED TEXT PARA 3 (B) BELOW, WHICH STRENGTHENS 
REFERENCE TO ALLIED AUTHORIZATION PRIOR TO SIGNING QA 
BASED ON THEIR SUPREME AUTHORITY OVER WSB. 

2. ONLY OTHER SIGNIPICANT CHANGE OCCURS AT BEGINNING OP 
PARA (P). US REP INTRODUCED DEPARTMENT'S SUGGESTED 
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WORDING CHANGE (REP A), AND ALL REPS AGREED THIS WOULD 
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IMPROVE TEXT. LATER IN DISCUSSION, HOWEVER, FRENCH REP 
(BELLESCIZE) BELIEVED SOME KIND OE CONJUNCTIVE PHRASE 
SHOULD OPEN THE PARAGRAPH FOR EDITORIAL CONTINUITY, WHITE 
AT THE SAME TIME EMPHASIZING POINT RAISED BY DEPARTMENT. 

HE FELT PHRASE QUOTE PURSUANT TO THEIR RIGHTS AND RESPON- 
SIBILITIES RELATING TO BERLIN END QUOTE WOULD BE MORE 
EFFECTIVE LATER IN THE SENTENCE. AFTER SOME DISCUSSION 
IT WAS AGREED THAT BOTH PHRASES SINGLED OUT BY DEPARTMENT 
IN REF A SHOULD REMAIN, FOR THE DIFFERENT REASONS CITED 
ABOVE. 

3. ADDITIONAL CHANGES SUGGESTED TO EARLIER TEXT ARE 
EDITORIAL, REFLECTING CONCERN THAT, WHERE POSSIBLE, 

ALLIED TEXT WORDING SHOULD CORRESPOND TO THAT OF QA. 

THUS, IN PARAS (D) AND (E) BELOW, FULL PHRASE QUOTE IN 
INTERNATIONAL ORGANIZATIONS AND INTERNATIONAL CONEERENCES 
END QUOTE HAS BEEN INSERTED IN TEXT. AGREED BONN GROUP 
TEXT FOR REPLY TO MALIK LETTER FOLLOWS. BEGIN TEXT: 

MR. SECRETARY GENERAL, 

A) IN THE NAME OE OUR THREE GOVERNMENTS WE HAVE 
THE HONOUR, IN CONNECTION WITH THE ENTRY OF THE 
ERG INTO THE UNITED NATIONS, TO DIRECT YOUR 
ATTENTION TO THE REPRESENTATION ABROAD OF THE 
INTERESTS OF THE WESTERN SECTORS OF BERLIN. 

B) ON THE BASIS ON THE SUPREME AUTHORITY THAT 
THEY MAINTAIN AND EXERCISE IN THE WSB, THE GOVERN- 
MENTS OF FRANCE' THE UK AND THE US HAVE LONG 
AUTHORIZED THE FRG TO ASSURE, WITH CERTAIN 
LIMITATIONS, THE REPRESENTATION OUTSIDE BERLIN OF 
THE INTERESTS OF THE WSB AND OF THEIR PERMANENT 
RESIDENTS. THIS AUTHORIZATION WAS REAFEIRMED IN A 
COMMUNICATION TO THE GOVERNMENT OF THE USSR WHICH 
IS AN INTEGRAL PART (ANNEX IV A) OE THE QA OF 
SEPTEMBER 3, 1971, REGISTERED WITH THE SECRETARIAT 

OE THE UN ON JUNE 14, 1973. 

C) IN THAT COMMUNICATION, THE THREE POWERS RECALLED 
THAT THEY MAINTAIN THEIR RIGHTS AND RESPONSIBILITIES 
RELATING TO THE REPRESENTATION ABROAD OE THE 
INTERESTS OF THE WESTERN SECTORS OF BERLIN AND THEIR 
PERMANENT RESIDENTS, INCLUDING THOSE RIGHTS AND 
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RESPONSIBILITIES CONCERNING MATTERS OF SECURITY AND 
STATUS, BOTH IN INTERNATIONAL ORGANIZATIONS AND IN 
RELATIONS WITH OTHER COUNTRIES. 

D) THE THREE POWERS ALSO RECALLED THEIR AGREEMENT 
IN PARTICULAR THAT, WITHOUT PREJUDICE TO THE ABOVE 
AND PROVIDED THAT MATTERS OF SECURITY AND STATUS 
WERE NOT AFFECTED, THE EEDERAL REPUBLIC MAY REPRE- 
SENT THE INTERESTS OF THE WESTERN SECTORS IN 
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INTERNATIONAL ORGANIZATIONS AND INTERNATIONAL 
CONEERENCES. 

E) EOR ITS PART, THE GOVERNMENT OE THE SOVIET 
UNION, IN A COMMUNICATION TO THE GOVERNMENTS OE THE 
THREE POWERS, WHICH IS SIMILARLY AN INTEGRAL PART 
(ANNEX IV B) OE THE QUADRIPARTITE AGREEMENT OE 
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SEPTEMBER 3, 1971, AFFIRMED THAT IT WOULD RAISE NO 
OBJECTION TO THE REPRESENTATION OF THE INTERESTS OF 
THE WESTERN SECTORS OF BERLIN BY THE FEDERAL 
REPUBLIC OF GERMANY IN INTERNATIONAL ORGANIZATIONS 
AND INTERNATIONAL CONFERENCES, PROVIDED THAT MATTERS 
OF SECURITY AND STATUS WERE NOT AFFECTED. 

F) IN ACCORDANCE WITH THE ABOVE, THE THREE POWERS 
HAVE AGREED, PURSUANT TO THEIR RIGHTS AND RESPONSI- 
BILITIES RELATING TO BERLIN, TO THE ASSUMPTION BY 
THE FEDERAL REPUBLIC OF GERMANY OF THE RIGHTS AND 
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OBLIGATIONS OF THE CHARTER OF THE UNITED NATIONS 
ALSO WITH RESPECT TO THE WESTERN SECTORS OF BERLIN 
AND HAVE APPROVED THE REPRESENTATION OF THE 
INTERESTS OF THE WESTERN SECTORS OF BERLIN BY THE 
FEDERAL REPUBLIC OF GERMANY IN THE UNITED NATIONS 
AND IN ITS SUBSIDIARY ORGANS. 

G) I HAVE THE HONOUR TO REQUEST THAT THIS LETTER 
BE CIRCULATED AS AN OFFICIAL DOCUMENT OF THE 
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SECURITY COUNCIL AND THE GENERAL ASSEMBLY. 

4. ALL REPS AGREED THAT, SHOULD ABOVE TEXT BE APPROVED 
IN CAPITALS, TIMING AND MODALITIES OF ITS DELIVERY TO 
UN SECRETARY GENERAL BEST LEFT TO CAPITALS AND RESPEC- 
TIVE UN MISSIONS TO DETERMINE.
